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CO-OPERATION, 

It is one of the encouraging 
xigns ol the times that men of 
large capital hre taking interest in 
co-operative schemes for working 
men and women, We quote from 
the advance sheets of Demorest’s 
Monthly for July; 

Still the gravity of the Jabor erisis is 
starting up new co-operative cuterprises, 
We henr of Kuights of Labor ¢o-opera- 
tive shoe factories in Lynn, Massachn- 
setts. “Tho well known Waltham wateh 
factory has never hada strike, though 
wages havo ofton boen reduced, for tho 
reason that many of the employees 
wore stockholders, and it would have 
been absurd for them to havo struck 
against themselves, It is now an- 
nonncod that John Jarrett, a loading 
member of a labor organization, nud 
Andrew Carnegie, the millionnire steel 
manufacturer, havo agreed npon a 
scheme which has vast possibilitics, 
Tho following is the outlines of this 
rar-renching project: 

“No one but workingmen or mombers 
of labor organizations will be permitted 
to take stock, aud no mau can hold 
more than $200 worth, If n man desires 
to go into the company and las not the 
money required, he can deposit a por- 
tion of his carnings in the bank. On 
those deposits he will receive eight per 
cent, interest, Ilankers say that money 
is going a bogging at five per cent., and 
i cannot nnderstand how they cau 
afford to pay that umount. Of course, | 
Mr. Jarrett’ and Mr, Carnegie wonld 
not gu into n thing of thia kind blindly, 
and believe that thoy will ba able fo 
keep their part of the agreomont, When! 
n guflicient fund has been secured to 


will be sent all over tho cities daily, for 
the purpose of recolving nud deliver- 
ing orders, These stores will bo estab- 
od in all tha Jonding cities uf tho conns 
try as soon na possible, After tlus 
schemo has been tested, building aud 
Joan associations will bo organized, the 
mam object being toorect homes for the 
members. In time thore will spring out 
of this movoment co-operative rolling 
mills, stool mills, foundries, factories, 
und machine shops. Workiugmon will 
svon become interested in the movo- 
ment, and instead of sponding money 
in anloons, or for hlensuro, will Hepoelt 
all they can spare in their bank, With 
mon Jiko Audrew Carnegio and John 
Jarrett behind the scheme, thero is 
hardly any possibility of a failure,” 
Evory woll-wisher of his kind will 
hopothat ‘this or similar projects will 
succeed, for the future looks gloomy 
enough if the working-classer remain 
discontented, The possession of the 
land makes tho tiller of the soil con- 
sorvative. A share lu, a thriving in- 
dustry and a voico in its managemont 
would make tho wechunio nnd tho 
uctisan an, upholder of the rights of 
property and a foo to the 
anarchist.

from desiring n government of the aimplest 
construction he gradually came to consider 
that povermnent by its very nature counters 
acts the improvement of the original mind.“ 
Believing inthe perfectibility of the race, 
that there ara no innate principles, and 
therefore no original propensity 10 evil, he 
considered that our virtues and our vices 
may be traced tothe incidenta which mnke 
the history of our lives, aud if these inci- 
denta could be divested of every improper 
tendency, vice wonld be extirpated from the 
world, All control of mau hy man waa more 
or less intolerable, and the day would come 
wher each man, doing what seems right in 
his own eyes, would nlso be doing what isin 
favt best Jor the community, because all 
will be guided by principles of pure reason. 
Bat all was to be done by discussion and 
natural chango resulting from discussion.”

“sent in time to reach me at that 
place, and, thirdly, it has been de- 
layed still longer by the pressure of 
canvassing work, whieh has pre- 
vented me from reading it, even, 
and I write this much on June 18, 
before I have read anything more 
than the first paragraph. And it 
may bo several days more before 
this first installment will be an- 
swered, for I have less than an hour 
to devote to the work now. 

Those few lines of mine, weeks 
ago, seem to have made a fatal leak 
in the dykes that confined the wa- 
ders ot auti-Malthusjian clo- 
quence, and the whole flood is pour- 
ing into the narrow compass of Lil- 
erty and Leerrer's columns. 

It in useless for Mr. K, to attempt 
to disassociate the population quies- 
tion and tho prudential limitation of 
tbo size of families. To speak of 
“domestic economy” as though it wero 
something that could be considered 
apart from so-called National econe 
omy, is confusing and unautonomis- 
tic, We say that there can be no 
“public good” whieh is secured at 
the expense of tho individual, at the 
sacrifice af the private good. So, 
by a parity of reasoning, we reach 
the conclusion that the “population 
question,” so called,—is nothing but 


procreative organs, binding themselves 
down to the task of supporting families 
so large that, after providing for'their 
scanty subsistence, they have hadneither 
the menns vor the time to improve their 
own and their children's minds, nor to 
search for the causes of their political 
and jndustrialensinyement. Their fam- 
ilies bind them in chains to the uxtrers 
Never has this truth impressed itself 
more forcibly upon my mind than when 
traveling in the newer settlements of the 
West. Quite likely you aro ready to say 
that surely I do not think that the West 
is over-populated, whatever may be my 
opinion regarding other portions of the 
world, and that I cannot rogard ns an 
evil thatrapid reproduction which has 
compelled the settlement of vast areas 
of prairie which a fow years ago were in 
the almost nudisputed possession of the 
indiau, the buffalo and the coyote, But 
thatis precisely my thought. Better by 
tar that the settlement of tho West had 
been so much slower that the whistle of the 
locomotive should not bavo beon heard 
on the banke of the Platte for fifty soars 
to come. The rich soil of these States 
of the West ia being washed by rivulet 
and creek und river into the all-swafluw- 
ing waters of the Gulf, and yot this 
waste, prodigious ns it is, is but a trifle 
compared tothe tribute that wo pay to 
the insatiable octopus of Greed who 
holds us in his hundred urms of monop. 
oly und usury and continually sucks 
from our famishing furmers the richest 
elements of tho soil they till. Tho farms 
ofthe West aro blanketed with morte 
wages. Tho old man in tho East could 
have given two or three children a fair 
start in life, but le had six, and so he 
must pull up and come west with thom 
where land is cheap and disinter- 
ested philanthropista will furnish money 
at two or three percet a month, Fo gets 
into tho toils and genorally stays thero, 
and his boys after lim, for us soon us 
they nre old enough, they begin the pro- 
Quction of children, uud these are gener- 
ally a surer crop than anything olse that 
they attempt toraise. These aro the 
peoples these are the men and women 
who probably never heard of the “Law 
of Population,” upon whom the “Jonn, 
collection and claim  ngont Whose 
shingle meets the eye ut tho foot of ail 
most every stairway nnd at overy stroat 
corner in the frontier town,—-looks with 
a gloating oye, for they are “his ment,” 
in the expressive vernacular of the re- 
gion, They are nice picking, too, for 
tho regular banker. But the young man 
and woman who settle down upon a new 
farm and postpone a family until they 
have their place paid for, are not very 
likely to pay tribute, save indirectly, to 
these cormoranta, The more closely we 
look inte the causes that have produced, 
the almost universal indebteduess of the 
Western farmers, the more clearly shall 
wasee that large families wore and are, 
primarily or secondarily chief among 
them. p 

In debt, not having tho means necessa- 
ry for the procurement of more than the 
simplest of food, clothing and shelter, 
these people have not the money whore. 
with to prrchaso books und papers, they 
havo not tho Joisuco for stndy and recre- 
ation, ‘They readily vote for rich men 
and measures as the political bosses see 
fit to nominate in the onecase and chan - 
pion inthe other. And so they tie therr 
own hands, and steal from their own 
pockets to give to tho privileged ones. 
Anıl this is the germ of the people's one 
slayement. Varying under different cou- 
ditions and in different lands, it is al- 
ways true that when the father bas so 
large n 1 that ha can only barely 
support it, he has no time to watch tho 
actions of the law makers, to thwart 
their schemes, to onlarge tho bounds of 
liberty, to ostablish the tribunal of jus- 
tien. As I said in substanca some para- 
graphs back, 10 roach the conelusiou 
does not necessitute us to deny n single 
statement of Rogers orof any other writ- 
er who asocibes tho aufferings of the 
werking people to tho ucts of tho legis- 
lators. But the legislators enslave the 
poople because they, the people, do not 
know how to help themselves, avd the 
chief cause of that ignorancois their lack 
of “dameatio economy” in the matter of 
children. And vice versa, 

To sweep away all legal privilege, all 
monopoly, all the machinery of the rob- 
bing and tyranniziug State, is my ilonof 
trne reform, as it js Mr. K's, But you 
cannot put the vehicle before the oquine 
quadruped and make any satisfactory 
progross. Sweep away, as my friend 
says, by violent revolution. all of the 
present iniquitous systems, and what is 
accomplished?

his opponent that thero was no such 

a thing as the “public good,” save as 
ib was the aggregation of the indiv- 
idual goods, and what was required 
to augment the “public good” was 
to jealonsly preserve the rights and 
liberties of tho individual. And in 
this Mr, K, would. bo right, and for 
the same reason that ho is wrong 
now, 1 repeat: “The Population 
Question” is simply a question of 
“domestic economy” this and noth» 
ung more, just as “national temper: 
anco’ is personal temperance, Just 
as “National virtno“ is personal vir- 
tue, just as a nation isa “Christian 
nation” precisely to the extent that 
its component units are believers in 
the Christian religion, Asan indiv. 
idualist, an autonomist, I refuso to 
accept the sophism that one 
can be a believer in the “domes 
tic ony of small families and 
yet logically deride the basic prin- 
ciples of Malthus, and especially 
those of the Neo-Malthusiang of our 
own time. 

Mr. K. says that he aud Mr, Tucker 
and other auti-Malthnsinns are in favor 
of small families, Why? Presumably 
because small Samilica-‘nre, to a greater 
extent than large ones, conducive to in- 
dividual prosperity and happiness. Cu- 


tous enough, this is precisoly the rea- 
sou why Lam in favor of small families. 


Mr. K, and Nr. T. and the writer of this 
all fclaim that when the units are wiso, 
healthy and happy, the community 
which they compose will be the same, 
because it cannot be anything else, be- 
cause it“ is arhetorical fiction, and they 
the only realities. No, Mr. K., it will 
not do, you area ont of your natural 
environments, for you believe in the rem- 
edy of the Malthusians, and you should 
not arrüy yourself in argument against 
them, And especially should you not 
adopt the gorernmentalist and State So- 
cialistiofallacy that there are other du- 
ties, rights nod responsibilities than 
thoro of the individual, Bo assured 
that when the man and the woman shall 
practice that “domostio economy” in ro- 
production of which you pronounce 
yourselt the advocate, the “Population 
Question” will bo settled, and settled in 
just the way and manner that Malthus- 
janseay that it must bo settled if sef- 
ted at all. 

. Granting cheerfully all that Thorold 
Rogers, Bakonnine and Mr. K, have 
charged against government and legisla- 
tion, yet I must remind the latter gen : 
tlemäan ò my stated and often insisted 


upon argument that, while the people 
have been the slaves of the law-makers, 


the cause is found in the fact that they 
bayo first been the slaves of their own 


letting brings only, n temporary relief, 
and revolution probably brings noarly if 
not quite as much of wrong as it de 
stroys. 

Mr, N. says that Dr, Daltrey “declared 
nganst all forms of socialism, ag he 
logically should.” Italics are mine. But, 
sir, Dr. P, was uuder no logical necossi- 
ty, becanse of his being n Neo-Maithus- 
ian, to declare against all forms of s0- 
cialism. Malthusinns are believera in 
self-help, and henco enn logically and 
warmly espouse voluntary socialism, as 
J do, and as does many other Malthus» 
ians. Mr. N. is Rupposed to bolong to 
the saimo school of Socialists, reuliziug 
thut liberty nnd intelligence are ossen- 
tial in the work of organizing a 
better society, Can be not also rem! 
izo that the intelligence nud liberty 
will both be lack lg in a group of men 
who do not, individually, practico that 
domestio ecovomy“ of which evon lie 
accepts, anti-Malthusian though he is? 
If ba does realize this und it would be 
an uuwarrauted imputation upon his in- 
tell iger. eos to aver that he can not why 
does ho say that a Malthusiun con nol, 
logically, bo a Socialist? A Socialist of 
the voluntary school, I monn, always. 

When Mr K. asks mo if 1 believo that 
all the recent famines in India have beon 
enaused by improvements in government 
and in society, as ho assoverntes that all 
the English Malthumans declare, 1 am 
compelled to ask him what he means, 
Honestly, I do not understand tho quea- 
tion, as ho asks ot, Prom my own 
somewhat limited readiug of tho English 
Malthnsians,I have not gathered the idea 
that they nseribe the faminos in India 
to improved conditions.” Using tho 
wordsin their ordinary sense, 1 fail to 
eeo how “improved conditions” eau pro» 
dues famines, Perhaps, tbough, Mr. K. 
meansyalleged “improved conditions.” 

In 60 faras Mr. R's article is a reply to 
O. L. James, I shall not criticise it, Joave 
ing those gentlemen to settle tharown 
argumentative differouces, 

Very good and vory interesting are tho 
lengthy extracts from Condorcet, but I 
do not think it was necessary for Mr. N. 
to tako so much pains to reveal to us the 
motives of Malthus,  AsFrecthinkers, 
woare not so vory particularly con- 
corned about tho motives pf a wrifor, the 
erucial question being, Is it the truth 
that ho is tolling us? It well may bo 
that thero is buta singlo grain of wheat 
in the writings of Malthus but I opine 
that Mr, K. is not blessed with the Dost 
of oyesight,in this instanco, Lhat popu» 
lation tonda to ontem subsistenco, that 
when tho proventive cueck of family 
limitation is not applied, the positive 
check of war, famine, prostitution, otos 
aro sure to play their parts, may safely 
bo taken to be axiomatiy fruths, and 
thoso trutha aro two of the grains 
that wo find iu tho “ebafl of tho 
Muglish clergyman. And they aro tha 
asseutial parte of what ho taught, they 
are the laws which give the namo to tho 
philosophy that is to-day known us Neo- 
Malthusinvism. W.
